Humphreys and Myers insisted on 
recovering the amount due the city 
before making any disclosure, and 
when the money was finally in the 
treasury they discussed the prosecu- 
tion of Palomares for his acts. On 
the advice of Shenk it was decided to 
lay the whole matter before the grand 
jury and let it say whether the clerk 
shall be prosecuted criminally. 

The shortage was discovered by 
City Auditor Myers and his checking 
force and was presented to Palo- 
mares last week. Myers says the as- 
sessment clerk did not endeavor to ex- 
plain, but expressed doubt as to 
whether he had collected all of the 
money he appeared to be short, ac- 
cording to his own books. Myers’s 
investigation was begun about two 
months ago on a request from WIl- 
liam M. Humphreys, Inspector of 
Public Works, who also requested 
that all subordinate bureaus of the 
Board of Public Works be thorough- 
ly checked. 

About the time this request was 
made, Palomares. said he intended 
soon to leave the city’s employment 
and engage in the real estate business 
with one of his nephews. The office 
of Palomares and Ross was recently 
opened in the Los Angeles Trust 
building, Sixth and Spring streets.

the assesarsent bureau for years. Ac- 
eerting to his accounts, Palomares 
has charged these accounts properly, 
but has not accounted to the city for 
the amounts collected. 

KEPT CONTRACTORS’ CO8TS. 

According to Auditor Myers, the ac- 
counts were checked back to 1907. 
At the beginning, working backward 
from the present, the discrepancies 
were small, but after the present year 
was passed they began to grow, and 
after two years, the Auditor says, Pal- 
omares practically did not account 
for any of these amounts. Since 1907 
the Auditor says, Palomares is 
charged with over $20,000 tn such 
collections but could produce treas- 
urer’s receipts for only about $4000. 
It is the difference—$16,770—that 
Palomares paid in. 

That an important item of income 
of the city should be without scrutiny 
by any other department for so many 
years is one of the City Hall mys- 
teries. Under the system of govern- 
ment, the assessment clerk is required 
to collect these amounts from contrac- 
tors and pay them to the Treasurer. 
Until:the Auditor began this investi- 
gation, it seems no one had paid any 
attention to the account. 

It is accepted as another evidence 
of the need of a new system of 
finances, Auditor Myers stating yes- 
terday that he will now urge the em- 
; ployment of a sufficient force to check 
;all the accounts of the city at least 
| every three months. 

The revelations about the check- 
lcashing habits and other loose meth- 
ods of the former City Clerk, Harry 
iJ. Lelande, now County Clerk, stimu- 
jlated inquiry into other departments. 
The first result of the Auditor’s check- 
ing was in Lelande's office, where a 
shortage, outside of the $5000 check 
transaction. of $118. was found and 
pald by Lelande. There was no at- 
termpt at a prosecution.

That he gave the officials no 
explanation of the shortage, other than 
to express wonder at its size, has led 
to a belief that perhaps he had not 
actually collected the money but had

In 1910 My- 
ers says, Palomares accounted for 
about 40 per ent of the amounts col- 
leted and this year he has paid in 
practically all. This is assumed to be 
part of an effort to discourage check- 
ing very far back. The auditor says 
discrepancies were not found before 
1907. This is not the first time Pa- 
lomares has been required to restore 
public money. Several years ago his 
accounts were found short about $2000 
when he was in another position and 
he made it good. At that time a prom- 
inent contractor ts understood to have 
furnished the money. 

Palomares is married and lives at 
No. 1646 West Twenty-Fourth street.

IN FIELD GUNS. 


couragement afforded by «a fifteen- 
of application for field artillery at Ft. 
Riley, Kan., three of four commis- 
sioned officers of Los Angeles’s new. 
field battery of the National Guard of 
California returned yesterday with 
the earnest purpose of making the 
military command here the best of 
its kind In the country. 

Capt. R. A. Ford, commanding the 
battery, went te Chicago for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the armory and 
equipment of Chicago's crack field 
battery. He will return next week. 
The officers arriving yesterday are 
First Lieut. Jesse McComas, N. F. 
Jamieson and Second Lieut. 8 C. 
Haver, Jr. 

An order was issued yesterday for 
the assembling of the battery at the 
armory at Eighth and Spring streets 
tomorrow night to be measured for 
uniforms and personal equipment, 
which are expected to arrive here 
within two weeks. The four big guns 
and their equipment are now on their 
way to Los Angeles from the govern- 
ment arsenal at Rock Island, and will 
reach here in about fifteen days, As 
already arranged, the new battery 
will have headquarters in the base- 
ment of the exposition bullding. 

“It is difficult to estimate the value 
of the instruction we received at Ft. 
Riley,” said Lieut. McComas test 
night. “There were ninety-six offi- 
cers of field artillery from the na- 
tional guard present to receive prac-. 
tical instruction in the handling of 
field artillery given by competent 
regular army officers. These were di- 
vided into five classes. Each class was 
taken into the field every morning 
and instructed tn field firing with serv- 
ice ammunition. Sixty rounds were 
fired évery day at a cost of $17 a 
round. Each of the field-battery offi- 
cers was given command of a battery, 
perhaps on the same principle that a 
boy is pushed into the water and told 
to learn to swim by swimming ovt 
The officers of the Los Angeles bat- 
tery were the first to go out. We 
took the battery out on the 36,.000- 
acre reservation and, under tnstruc- 
tion of the regular army officers, 
maneuvered the battery over the hills 
and gullies into preper position and 
fired thicty rounds at targets 4000 
yards aWay. We made an excellent 
record and were highly commended 
by the regular army officers and the 
officers of the national guard present. 

“In the afternoons the officers were 
given instruction in range firing, care 
of guns and equipment, and the hun- 
dred and one other things that go in- 
to the making of an efficient battery. 
We were instructed in the movemen 
necessary to the placing a 
maneuvering of batteries, offensive 
and defensive firing and many other 
things too numerous to mention. Too 
much cannot be said to the credit of 
the regular army officers who worked 
overtime in their efforts to meet the 
demand for instruetion on the part of 
the national guard officers. 

“The big national guard field-bat- 
tery maneuver fs to be held at Sparta, 
Wis... in September, at which fifteen 
national guard field batteries will be 
in fleld-artillery firing at one 
time. 

“The Los Angeles battery now has 
ninety-six men, and no more enilist+ 
ments will be received for the present, 
Perhaps later it will be Increased te 
full war strength.”

COUNCIL DENIED. 


ANSWER OF BREWING COMPANY 
REMAINS INTACT. 


Judge Conrey, in denying the mo-| 
tion of the city of Los Angeles to 
strike out certain portions of the an- 
gswer filed by the Los Angeles Brew- 
ing Company, in the action brought 
by the municipality to recover $1650 
alleged to be due on account of lease 
of the premises known as Nos. 214- 
216 North Spring and No. 213 North 
Main streets, yesterday indicated that 
the averments of the answer sought 
to be expunged might prove sufficient 
defense® 

The action at bar was brought by 
the city to collect the rent and the 
defendants set up as part of their 
answer that the premises had been 
leased for saloon purposes for a term 
of four years, from September 1, 1907, 
to August 31, 1911, at the rate of $276 
a month.

Assistant City [rosecutor Nimmo 
answered the argument by saying that 
the card is always shielded from the 
direct rays of the sun and the smoke 
is not, which gives the company the 
advantage. Nimmo also declared that 
in spite of this arrangements, both 
the card and the smoke are affected 
alike and consequently the effect of 
the sun's rays is immaterial.

LTHOUGH June has come and 
A over half the month is gone, surf 

fishing “alongshore is not yet up 
to standard as regards the quantity of 
sport that offers, although big fish are 
in rather better supply apparently 
than for several years past, and many 
an angler returns weli-pleased with 
his one corbina, which happens to 
represent the difference between a 
red-letter day for him and a hopeless 


| blank, merely because of its unusual 


size. 

The sinker-shyers are patronizing 
the beach resorts in full midsummer 
foree, and clam bait was in good 
enough supply in local mapkets last 
Saturday so that nearly all who 
wished were able to secure it. Noth- 


sat ing short of four figures would begin 


to compute the number of_rod and 
reel devotees who left Los Angeles 
on éarly morning cars Sunday and, 
although a number of good catches 
were reported, they bore an insignif- 
icant relation to the number «who 
fished. 

Trolling was poor outside, although 
generally followed. Very few yellow- 
tall. came in, although some bass, 
bonita, mackerel and occasional alba- 
core were taken. 

Of those who sought corbina Sun- 
day, one of the most fortunate was 
the veteran Robert Campbell, who 
took up his stand at the motor wharf 
in Huntington Beach, as usual. Camp- 
bell reported a “great day.” He 
landed one four-pound corbina, four 
ranging from two to three pounds 
each, four large yellowfings and a 
number of smaller corbina besides, al! 
of which kept him up beyond his 
usual bedtime with the cleaning. 
Sebastian Simmons took several good 
ones at the same place, also, but these 
gentiemen had most of the sport to 
themselves. 

Harry E. Goodin and his partner, 
Charlie Turner, went to Old Brighton 
Beach on Terminal Island, for a 
change, having concluded that the es- 
sence of surf-fishing philosophy is like 
that of batting in baseball, namely, 
“Hitting ‘em where they a’int,” as re- 
gards other anglers. The marked dis- 
parity between Sunday and mid-week 
returns seems to have some counec- 
tion with the continuous bombard- 
ment of sinkers with which the poor 
old ocean is flageliated on the Sab- 
bath; corbina being a shy fish, eight- 
pounder chalk-line traditions to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The com- 
bined catch of Goodin and Turner af- 
forded a substantial jolt to this long- 
aceepted theory, however, as a scant 
mess Was the sum total of their pisca- 
torial contribution. This they attrib- 
uted to a swift current and high, 
heavy rollers, an unusual combina- 
tion at Brighton Beach which ‘used 
to be famed for the prevailing quiet- 
ness of the surf there. ; 

Capt. Foyn Seeberg of the water 
department put in his usuel Satur- 
day afternoon from 1 until 5 o'clock 
at his old stamping ground, the beach 
of Ocean Park. Although this is 
thickly settled and weli-used by resi- 
dent englers, Capt. Seeberg seldom 
fails to bag a large mess of corbina. 
This day, however, was the exception 
that proved the rule. He caught only 
a few of those miserabie surf perch, 
commonly dubbed by anglers ‘sea 
lice,” or “breaker lice.” Capt. See- 
berg earned the undying affection of 
surf fishermen a few years ago by 


inventing the triangular pyramidal

The beach south of Anaheim Land- 
ing was fully thrashed out by Charile 
Garr and Abe Greenbaum, who heard 
of Sherman Baker's success there the 
day of the barbecue, but they failed 
to repeat. Two very respectable surf 
fish were*killed there by others, how- 


ever. 
The tide was good for fishing in the 
and several nice baskets were 
filled inside at Balboa in various parts 
of Newpart Bay, but not much was 
reported from San ro, except a 
few scattering China croakers, and 
small fry. 

Quite the largest corbina reported 
for the day anywhere alongshore im- 
mediately tributary to ios Angeles 
was a splendid fish taken by Joe Wes- 
selne in the bight just this side of the 
Malibu, measuring 26 inches in length 
and weighing just two ounces short of 
eight pounds. She was a female, 
heavy with roe, which accounts for 
the unusual weight for the size. An 
eight-pounder usually will go a full 
twenty-eight inches, and a lean one 
may be thirty inches in length. The 
roe of a corbina of this size adds ma- 
terially to the weight and is quite 
the most delicate part of the fish, al- 
though many, in ignorance, throw 
away this bonne bouche of the epicure. 

Every Sunday for several weeks 
there has been a huge corbina of 
seven pounds or better reported from 
some one of the resorts. This indi- 
cates that the hook-and-line, anti- 
seining bill is bearing ite fruit by giv- 
i these fish an opportunity to at-

SURF FISHING OPENS |
